Every argument for the liberation of 
Macedonia holds good in the case of Ar- 
menia. There is the same oppression only 
worse, the same dreary history of broken 
promises, only if anything Jonger and 
more shameful, and now at last the same 
readiness on the part of the inhabitants 
to welcome a liberator. Up to a year 
ago Armenia only demanded reform, she 
had no desire to be free from Turkish 
rule, and she would have resented any 
foreign domination as likely to jeopardize 
her great concern, the freedom and integ- 
rity of her church. Today, however, 
there is much evidence to show that she 
is willing to stretch out hands of wel- 
come even to Russia, and to offer no re- 
sistance to her occupation of the country. 


Powers Undecided 


The moment is particularly favorable 
to a Russian advance. Turkey has virtu. 
ally torn up the treaty of London. She 
has again occupied the city of Adrianople. 
Practically the whole of European diplo- 
macy is united on this point, that she 
cannot be allowed to remain there, but 
if she refuses to retire voluntarily the 
powers are by no means decided how slice 
is to be made to retire. 

One of the highest authorities on the 
subject in England gave it as his opinion 
to @ representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor not long ago, that Rus- 
sia might on certain conditions be given 
the mandate by the powers to enforce 

. the treaty of London and compel Turkey 
to retire from Adianople, “the first step 
towards this compulsion,” he added, 
“would be a Russian advance into Turk- 
ish Armenia.” 

To the careful observer, therefore, it 
occasions no surprise to learn that Rus- 
sia ig quietly but steadily massing troops 
on the Armenian frontier, and that the 
“police army” in Azerbaijan has reached 
27,000, and is being steadily added to. A 
Russian advance into Armenia and a 
Russian protectorate over the country 
might mean to St. Petersburg the possible 
accomplishment of a purpose for which it 
has been striving for many decades, “a 

, port in warm water.” 

Jt really matters very little to Russian 
diplomacy that Germany with her huge 
interests in the Baghdad railway could 
never permit such an arrangement. To

Six years ago the board of education 
recommended, for general adoption in 
schools, the scheme of Latin pronuncia- 
tion drawn up by the Classical Associa- 
tion and approved by the Philological 
Societies of Oxford and Cambridge, the 
Iiead Masters’ Conference, the Incorpor- 
nated Association of Head Masters, and 
the Assistant Masters’ Association. The 
experience of the last six years has sat- 
isfied the board that the step they took 


Was a wise One. 

The present circular says that one of 
the chief reasons for the neglect of the 
proper accent is that in the earlier 
stages of learning Latin the use of the 
spoken language is still to a large ex- 
tent confined te the repetition of the 
paradigms of the substantives and verbs. 
The result of this is that pupils get 
into the habit of throwing stress on to 
the last and inflected syllable, and thus 
acquire the habit of always using the 
wrong stress. 

Wrong stress again invariably leads 
to wrong quantity. The proper means 
of guarding against this danger and the 
only method of easily acquiring correct 
pronunciation is by constant oral work, 
especially in the first steps of learning 
the language. The pupils should always 
be required to give their Latin version 
of English sentences orally and to read 
aloud the Latin sentences which they 
study. During the later stages of their 
course the greatest attention should be 
paid to the careful reading aloud of the 
texts of the Latin authors in prose as 
well as in verse. When this is done the 
right pronunciation and accent will be 
easily acquired, and this practise will 
greatly help in giving a command of 
the Latin tongue. In many schools it 
is stil] much neglected. 

It must be recognized that an unsat- 
isfactory pronunciation of Latin and 
carelessness as to quantity and accent 
are often closely associated with care- 
less and slovenly pronunciation of Eng- 
lish. Pupils cannot be expected to read 


Latin well when they have never been | 


taught how to read aloud well in their: 


mother tongue, nor can the pronuncia- 
tion of Latin be given with even ap- 
proximate correctness when, as is too 
often the case, the enunciation of Eng- 
lish is, even in the class room, gravely 
defective. 

A proper and scholarly pronunciation 
of Latin should be looked upon not 
merely as a matter of technical profi- 
ciency but as naturally following from 
a high standard of speech, first in Eng- 
lish and then in French, or any other 
modern language which has been taken 
up before Latin.

to Queen Louise Land Difficult

COPENHAGEN, Denmark—Some in- 
teresting details with regard to Captain 
Koch's march across Greenland were pub- 
lished in a recent issue of the Morning 
Post. On July 24, 1912, the expedition, 
leonsisting of four men, Messrs, Koch, 
Wegener, Larsen and Sigurdssen, landed 
at Danmark’s harbor, East Greenland. 
The party had 16 horses. The transport 
of goods to Queen Louise land, where 
it had been arranged that the winter 
quarters should be established, proved 
very difficuit. Bridges were built by 
the expedition over five ice-clefts, « 
way was cut. and all the goods and 
horses were collected for transportation 
over a broad glacier. Then the glacier 
split into two portions. New bridges 
had to be built. On Oct. 13 winter quar- 
ters were constructed on Storstrommen, 
15 kilometers east of the center of 


Queen Lorise land. The winter expe- 
| riences of the majority of the party 
would seem ‘to. have been very good. 
The lowest (temperature recorded was 
minus 50. From March 6 to April 14 
sleigh travels were undertaken. and «a 
depot was placed on an 1100 meter eleva- 
tion. On April 20 the expedition left 
its winter quarters on its journey to the 
west coast. with five horses and five 
sledges. From May 6 to July 2 the 
expedition saw no land. The greatest 
clevation of the ground traversed was 
3000 meters. On July 2 land came into 
sight. In order that the Laxefjord 
might be traversed a ferry wad built of 
sleighs and sleeping bags. The fjord 
having been crossed the expedition on 
July 13 found itself in high mouatain- 
ous country. Two days later they saw 
a boat in the fjord and fired their guns 
to attract its attention. This boat, it 
turned out, belonged to Mr. Chemnitz, 
a clergyman, of Upernivik, who trans- 
ported the expedition to Proven. | 


NEED OF FORT TO 
PROTECT HUMBER 
SEEN BY OFFICIALS

HULL, England—The authorities of 
Hull and Grimaby considerably 
alarmed during the recent naval maneu- 
vers at the apparently easy way in which 
the attacking force raided these two 
ports and the best means of remedying 
the defenseless state of the river bave 
been anxiously discussed.

Thenavy could not be 
everywhere at once, and it was therefore 
incumbent upon them that they should 
have a powerful fort erected at the 
mouth of the river to protect their own 
interests and those of the great inland 
districts which depended upon the Hum- 
ber ports for their sustenance.

OYSTERS COOKED IN FIVE WAYS 


Simple and yet delectable dishes 


ITH the return of the oyster sea- 

son, the Woman’s Magazine gives 
these ways of cooking the bivalves: 

Oyster stew—-Drain the liquor from 

one quart of oysters, add a scant cupful 


of hot water and put over the fire. Add 
salt and pepper to season well, and when 
the liquor has boiled, skim. Now turn 
in the oysters and cook about five min- 
utes until the gills begin to crimp. Do 
not go beyond this stage, as longer cook- 
ing toughens them. Add a cupful of 
boiling milk and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Take from the fire and serve at 
once. 

Philadelphia fried oysters—Select the 
~ largest and finest oysters the market 
affords. Rinse quickly in cold water and 
lay in a colander to drain. Spread each 
one on the molding-board and pat gently 
and quickly with a soft napkin until dry, 
handling as lightly as possible. 

Next, catch a steel fork in the eye of 
the oyster, dip in egg, then in fine 
eracker dust until thoroughly coated. 
You will need two eggs for a dozen and 


a half of oysters. Beat the eggs, white

A well Greased and who must be 
caveful in her expenditures has a 
clever way for seemingly increas- 
ing the number of suits she has, 
says the Newark News. Early this 
summer she had two skirts of a 
striped ratine of good quality made. 
One had a hair line of blue and the 
other a tiny black stripe in it. Get- 
ting a good pattern, she made a set 
of collar and cuffs of the ratine to 
wear with the blue jacket of her 
winter suit. That the collar and 
cuffs would always be perfectly but 
easily adjusted, she worked button 
holes fairly close together on the 
collar and cuffs and sewed small 
flat buttons at corresponding places 
on the coat. It is the work of but 
a moment to slip a set of the collars 
or cuffs into place on the coat, 
which looks exceedingly smart with 
either of the ratine skirts. 
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HEN we hear a woman say, “I 

should be willing to part with any- 
thing in the house rother than the sew- 
ing machine,” we realize the position 
which this great labor-saving invention 
occupies in the home. 

According to-authentie reports-it has 
been a slow process to bring this friend 
of womankind to its present state of 
mechanical, perfection. Many early at- 
tempts were made to sew by machinery 
but all were: failures until Charles F. 
Weisenthal patented a machine in Eng- 
land in 1755 which was a great improve. | 


mént over all previous attempts at pro- 
ducing a sewing machine, and this. was 
the foundation upon which improvements 
have been made until the machine has 
reached a high state of perfection that 
makes one invaluable in the home. 

Imitation of hand-sewing was the idea 
of the first inventors of the sewing ma- 
chine, and in this first machine which 
was patented the stitch was formed by 
a needle having a double point and an 
eye at midlength, which passed com- 
pletely through the goods in imitation 
of hand sewing. Thirty-five years later 
a patent was granted to Thomas Saint.of 
England for a machine which came véry 
close t6 anticipating the modern chain- 
stitch machine. The one exception was 
the eye pointed needle which appears on 
the modern machines instead of the con- 
trivance he used for punching the thread 
through the leather, as thig machine wa 
principally used for that work?” e 

The first real working “machine wae’ 
devised by a French tailor named Bar- 
thelemy Thimmonier of St. Etienne, in| 
1830. This was clumsy, being made prin- 
cipally of wood, and was used in Paris 
for making army clothes. The tailor re- 
ceived no reward for the invention. 

Strictly American is the ie of the 
eye-pointed needle and the k-stitch, 
for the idea of the combination was 
conceived by Walter Hunt of New York, 
about 1834, and great as has been the 
pecuniary reward to others, the inventor 
reaped nothing from the idea, He was 
refused a patent, as he did not apply 
for one until after one had been granted 
to Elias Howe, a native of Spencer, Mass., 
who ‘was apparently unconscious of the 
invention of Walter Hunt. With the 
granting of a patent to Elias Howe, 
Sept. 10, 1846, the great epoch of the. 
sewing-machine began. After many dis- 
couragements, he pawned his patents but 
finally .redeemed them and instituted 
suits which he won against infringers 
of the patents, and it is estimated that 
he received in royalties 000,000 on 
machines made up’ to time of the ex- 
piration of lis patent. 

Machines used for manufacturing pur- 
poses vary in many respects from those 
used in the home. They are heavier 
because of the wear and tear of the

Chop one can corn and add two eggs 
slightly beaten, one teaspoon salt, one 
eighth teaspoon pepper, 1% tablespoons 
melted butter and two cups scalded milk. 
Turn into abuttered baking dish and 
bake in a slow oven until firm. 

MARYLAND BISCUITS 

One pint of flour, one third cup of lard, 
one teaspoon of salt, and milk and water 
in equal quantities. Mix and sift flour 
and salt, work in lard with tips of fingers 
and moisten board and beat with a roll- 
ing pin 30 minutes, continually folding 
over the dough. Roll one third inch in 
thickness, shape with a round cutter 
two inches in diameter, prick. with a 
fork and place on a buttered tin. Bake 
20 minutes in a hot oven.—Chicago Inter- 
Ocean. 


PEPPER LILIES 


Cut sweet peppers in petal-shaped 
points, leaving them joined at the stem 
end, Remove pulp and seeds, make a bal] 
of cottage cheese, into which has been 
mixed the tips of peppers finely minced 
and one fourth cup cream. Rice yolks of 
hard-boiled eggs and sprinkle over cheese 
ball, press pepper petals gently but not 
very closely to side of ball. Place on 
bleached lettuce hearts.—Los Angeles 
Express. 


PLUMS COOKED AND CANDIED 


Good ways:of preparing the fruit 


HEN plums are not as ripe and aé 

»* juicy and as sweet as they can 
possibly be they are better cooked than 
raw, The cooking process and the addi- 
tion of sugar give them flavor and pala- 
tability which they do not possess nat- 
urally, says the Chicago Record Herald. 


Stewed plums are easily prepared. 
Wash the fruit and put it in a granite 
lined saucepan. All plums, by the way, 
should be cooked im granite, as the acid 
in them eats tin. Cover them with cold 
water and stew thom slowly until they 
ate tender. If you cook them rapidly 
the skins s#il}Jburst and the pulp will 
lose its shap&.° When they are tender 
sweetén them to taste and cool them 
before eating. 

Candied plums are made from ripe 
fruit. Stone them and halve them and 
dredge them thickly with powdered 
sugar. them in a granite dish in 
a moderate oven for half an hour. Then 
lay théinton plates to dry and cool. 

-Green ¢ ice cream is almost unusual 
enough to be called n novelty. To make 
it stone ripe green gages enough to mea- 
sure four cupfule.. Boil them with a 
cupful of water and eight tablespoonfuls 
of granulated sugar until they are soft. 
Add a cupful of grape juice. If you can 
get white grape juice the green color of 
the gages will not be-affected. Pass the 
mixture through a sieve and cool. Add 
four cupfals of whipped cream and 
freeze. Pack in tmall molds in salt and 
ice and sprinkle chopped nuts on top 
when serving. 

Here is a recipe for sweeter canned 
plums than those prepared according to 
the recipe given above; Allow a pound 
of sugar to every pound of fruit. Put 
the plums in boiling water until the 
skins will come off readily. Then peel 
them and put them in layers in a large 
earthen bow!, with granulated sugar be- 
tween the layers. Let them stand over 
night and the next morning pour off the 
juice that has collected and bring it to 
the boiling point in a porcelain kettle. 
Skim it and add the fruit. Simmer for 


30 minutes, and then remove the plums 


with a ékionmer. Cool them and boil 


the juice till thick. Then put the plums 


in jars, pour the juice over them and 
seal. 

This is a reliable recipe for canning 
plums: Weigh the fruit and for every 
pound of plums allow three-fourths of a 
pound of sugar. Cover the fruit with 
the sugar and stand aside for two hours, 
Only put enough fruit to fill two quart 
cans in the preserving kettle at a time.

Des ens are few garments so compli- 
cated in design or texture as to be 
impossible to clean at home, provided, 
of course, care is taken, says the Moth- 


ers Magazine. 

For cleaning boys’ or men’s clothes, 
cloth coats or dresses and skirts, ordi- 
nary dry kitchen salt serves excellently. 
Crush the salt with a rolling pin and run 
jt through # wire sieve to remove lumps, 
then, after laying your garment flat on a 
table, sprinkle a light layer of salt over 
it. Use a fair sized piece of clean white 
linen—a gentleman’s handkerchief serves 
nicely—folded into a pad of convenient 
size to rub the salt into the garment. 
Rub only one way of the goods, with 
the nap, not against or across it, rub- 
ring with long, even strokes. When 
thoroughly covered, shake the salt off, 
then with a stiff brush go over the gar- 
ment to remove all superfluous salt. If 
the hem of the skirt, or the front of 
the article being cleaned still show soil, 
repeat the salt application, rubbing it 
into the worst spots, then brush out as 
before. Two applications of the salt 
should freshen four garment into as 
good as new. 

All articles of clothing, after being 
cleaned, should be pressed to give the 
most satisfactory results, for quite fre- 
quently the fact that the garment has 
been worn out of shape, gives it the 
dowdy appearance as much as being 
soiled. Any small tailor shop will press 
your garment for a trivial sum, much 
more satisfactorily than can be done at 


CLOTHES CLEANED WITH SALT 


Rice also proves most satisfactory 


home, owing to the fact,that few house- 
holds own a regular tailor’s “goose.” 

In cleaning white cloth or serge gar- 
ments, ground rice proves most satisfac- 
tory. Sprinkle this freely over the gar- 
ment and rub it in well, leaving it for ~ 
several hours before brushing off. A 
stiff brush should be used for-the pur- 
pose so as to get well into the weave, 
It is wise to do this out of doors, as the 
dust naturally settles over objects in 
close proximity when brushed out. Re- 
member to pin a covering well over the 
hair before undertakinz to clean, an 
article with powdered rice. 

If you neglected to clean your furs 
when putting them away for the summer 
they will certainly need it before being’ 
worn again. 

Hot. bran is the best cleaner for the 
longhaired fur, especially very light or 
white fur. ~Heat the bran to a sufficient 
warmth to be comfortably borne to the 
touch and after placing the fur in a cov- 
ered hat box, heap the hot bran over it, 
rubbing in well. When the bran has 
cooled brush the fur and shake it till all 
the bran is removed, then wipe a damp 
cloth over it to be sure it is free of all’ 
flour dust. 


SAVING OF SUGAR 


When making lemonade dissolve the 
sugar in the water, then add the lemon 
juice. The acid in the lemon prevents 
the sugar from dissolving, so only about 
one half the amount of sugar is needed 
as when made the other way. —Los

and on those ranging from $100,000 to 
$500,000 from 3 to 4 per cent. 

Senator Kern, the Democratic leader,

Science of the University of Iowa, here, 
which will take a high place in the nota- 
ble contributions to bird study to be 
found in any of the educational halls or 
museums of the world. For two years 
these experts have been preparing 400 
square feet of floor space with material 
from an island haunt of feathered crea- 
tures in the middle of the Pacific ocean. 
So faithful is the reproduction of the 
scene that a visitor may readily imagine 
himself playing in the sands of Laysan 
island, 800 miles west of Honolulu. The 
claim is made that this island is one 
of the most wonderful bird settlements 
in the world, and the realistic exhibit 
which is to be opened to the public this 
year goes far in proof that it is extraor- 
dinary. 

The exhibit represents a scene along 
the coast of Laysan island. In looking 
at it from without the glass balcony the 
effect is that of standing on the shore 
of this avian resort. The island is 
mostly birds, and groups and nesting 
birds are to be seen everywhere, some 
fiving and some on the ground. Soil 
and rocks have been transported so that 
the actual beach is really present. It 
breaks off into the painted background 
with such reality that the observer can 


hardly tell which is real and which is 


painted. The birds flying in the dis- 
tance as produced on canvas are so real- 
istic that it takes sharp scrutiny to dif- 
ferentiate between them and the stuffed 
birds on the shore. 

Lavsan island is one of the Hawaiian 
group that has never been inhabited by 
man or animals. These islands are sit- 
uated from 100 to 300 miles apart and 
are composed chiefly of lava. Laysan, 
the largest, is low and flat. It hae an 
area of about two square miles and the 
surface is a layer of coral sand and phos- 
phate rock. It has been estimated that 
from 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 birds inhabit 
this island. It has excellent nesting 
sites. Abundant food is present for the 
_birds and conditions frequently supply 
them with plenty of drinking water. 


Birds Approach Man 


The birds, unused to man, are tame 
ind sometimes have to be forcibly 
moved out of the way. The island is 
1 mass of bird rookeries, and at first 
glance it seems that there are acres and 
acres of ground literally covered with 


Even the rabbits in the island are not 
frightened away and can easily be 
caught with the hand. 

In 1909 before*the island was reserved 
by .the government, plumage hunters 
took many thousands of birds, but since 
that time the island has been patrolled 
diligenfly by United States revenue 
cutters. 

The ganimets are among the more con- 
spicuous on the island, being a large 
white bird with black wings. The downy 
young of these birds are exquisitely 
white and fluffy, reminding one of fluff 
balls. The Lavysan island ducks, cur- 


| lews, plover and terns are found in large 


numbers. There is also the “wingless 
rail,” which is not literally wingless but 
its wings are so reduced from lack of 
usage that it cannot fly. 

Among the species which are conspic- 
uous is the finch, a large bird with a 
yellow head and under surface—and a 
sprightly song. Large colonies of man- 
of-war birds nest on low bushes. These 
are among the most accomplished and 
graceful fiyers of the avian world, and 
it is their habit to soar with extended 
wings for hours at a time. 

There is a mystery on the island which 
the investigators have not been able to 
solve. About the first of September 
these vast swarms of birds leave the 
island and disappear from human ken 
for about two months of each year. In 
November the birds arrive at Laysan 
island as suddenly as they disappeared 
and at once begin to prepare for domes- 
tie responsibilities.

Operators Are Waiting for Har- 
vest and Other Developments 
Before Extending Commit- 
ments and Movement Narrow 


TONE BETTER TODAY 


Higher prices prevailed generally in 
the securities markets this morning. 
There were no over-night developments 
to inspire buying but it had been ex- 
pected that a rally would take place 
about this time following the recent de- 
cline.

TO BE MADE 


THROUGH CAPE COD CANAL 


Official Says That Only F air Interest Will Be Asked on 
the Twelve Milhion Dollars Expended on the New 
Waterway — Competition With Cape Route 


There has for some time been much 
speculation as to what rate schedules 
the Boston, Cape Cod & New York canal 
people would evolve to govern freight 
traffic through that waterway. A brief 
outline of their plans is now vouchsafed 
by Vice-President J, W. Miller: 

“All vessels as far south as Charles- 
ton will save 70 miles to and from Bos- 
ton by using the canal. The average 
delay per round trip per annum for 
_ barges and schooners, which now take 
the Vineyard route, is nearly four days. 
This means a loss in money of 10 cents 
per ton on coal and lumber carried by 
tows and sailing craft. The $700,000 is, 
however in part due to delays at termi- 
nals, 

“The company realizes the competition 
of the Cape route. It knows it must 
meet that competition if it shall obtain 
the 25,000,000 registered tonnage passing 
through Vineyard sound. It asks only 
for a fair interest upon the $12,000,000 
expended upon the new waterway. 


“It would be to the ultimate financial 
interest of the carrier of crude ‘one-way’ 
material to pay the Canal Company 10 
cents per cargo ton on all vessels of over 
2000 cargo capacity, with the privilege 
of the ‘empty’ making the return trip 
free. 

“AH large steamers could afford a toll 
for each passage of five cents per gross 
ton. 

“These figures are, however, subject 
to revision after a free and fair discus- 
son with our future patrons.” Vice- 
President Miller privately estimates that 
coal carriers will save $500,000 per an- 
num on a minimum tonnage of over 


7,000,000 expected to be available for | 


transportation through the canal, and 
has already made to that trade a rate 
proposal of 10 cents per ton. 


Commodore Miller, who believes the 
canal will be completed by July 1, 1914, 
further commerits as follows on the 
waterway’s physical features and current 
construction progress: “Cape Cod canal, 
30 feet deep at high water with a mini- 
mum width at the bottom of 100 feet, 
and only eight miles long, is greater in 
its dimensions than the original Suez or 
the present Manchester canal. The only 
curve in the channel has a radius 6f 7540 
feet. 
practically straight. The canal will have 
continuous illumination on the street- 
lighting plan. 

“Unforeseen delays may naturally oc- 
cur, but none are in sight. On Aug, 1 
there remained 4,500,000 cubic yards to 
excavate, Estimated necessary removal 
was 16,000,000 yards. During the last 
two months we have been taking out at 
the rate of 400,000 vards per month, and 
we will do better until the winter re- 
tards progress somewhat. The big 
dredges (two of them the largest in the 
world) are each removing over 4000 
yards per day. The four-mile approach 
in Buzzards bay is completed, and the 
breakwater at the eastern end, contain- 
ing 400,000 tons of granite, is about 
finished. 

“One of the criticisms of the route was 
that we would meet light soil and quick- 
sands and have difficulty in holding our 
banks stable, and that the wash of pass- 
ing ships and tidal current would re- 
quire excessive dredging. Such will not 
be the case. Only the slightest sand 
movement has occurred during the past 
vear, and none exists around the 3000- 
'foot breakwater in Cape Cod bay or in 
Buzzards bay.

It is understood that cash receipts of 
American Telephone from the fimal Sept. 
1 payment on account of the $67,000,000 
414% per cent convertibles authorized in 
January amounted to only about #,- 
500,000. 

At the time the bonds were offered, 
stockholders had their choice of an 
option to pay in full in one instalment 
on Feb. 17 or in two equal payments of 
50 per cent, one on Feb. 17 and the 
other on Sept. 1. 

Something like $58,000,000 of the 
bonds elected to pay in full on the first 
instalment. The remainder paid 50 per 
cent, so that the Sept. 1 payment was 
relatively unimportant so far as its 
effect upon the cash position of Ameri- 
can Telephone or the movement of eur- 
rency was concerned.

Castle of the Montezumas 


Casa Grande, sometimes called the cas- 
tle of the Montezumas, in Arizona, might 
be popularly described as having been 
a cluster of great apartment houses 
around a square. How big these houses 
were may be judged by the dimensions of 
compound A, which is typical. 
pound A is 420 feet long and 224 feet 
wide. It was either three or four stories 
high, the savants have not yet deter- 
mined which, says the St. Louis Post 
Despatch. ' It was built of earth, adobe 
nowhere occurring at Casa Grande.
